New Community Corporation has 
formally opened its new Center for 
Employment Training at 393 Central 
Avenue, Newark, which brings 
together all of NCC’s job training pro- 
grams under one roof, 

The newly renovated rental facility 
is the centralized site of courses in 
facility maintenance, child care 
associate, nursing assistant, commer- 
cial food service, home health aide, 
community health worker and basic 
skills training. All courses, materials 
and uniforms are provided at no cost 
to the students. 

The CET programs are designed to 
serve those most in need. Consequent- 
ly, CET does not have entry re- 
quirements as do almost all other 
schools. Each student is given self- 
paced learning and individualized at- 
tention and counseling. Job placement 
is considered part of the CET program. 

Major funding sources for the CET 
program include the Ford Foundation 
and the Victoria Foundation; US 


Department of Housing and Urban 
Development and the US Department 
of Health and Human Services; the NJ 
Department of Labor and NJ Depart- 
ment of Human Services; the Essex 
County Family Development Pro- 
gram; and on the local level, the 
Mayors Office for Employment Train-

New Community hailed US Senator 
Bill Bradley’s leadership in the enact- 
ment of the community banking law, 
which was signed by President Clin- 
ton on September 23. 

Bradley called the measure “one of 
the most tangible ways the federal 
government can promote economic 
development in American’s urban 
neighborhoods.” 

Raymond Codey, NCC Director of 
Development, said the new law will be 
of “enormous benefit for inner city 
residents for small business loans, tui- 
tion, auto and personal loans — things 
that are difficult to obtain in urban 
areas. Senator Bradley’s continuing 
commitment to rebuilding our cities 
has once again resulted in a law that 
will translate into new economic op- 
portunities for city residents.” 

The Community Development 
Banking and Financial Institution 
Act largely mirrors Bradley’s original 
proposal, which he authored in March 
of 1993. Bradley’s initiative was the 
foundation for the new law that 
authorizes $382 million in assistance 
for community development banks, 
credit unions and loan funds. 

“Saving for the future is a fun- 
damental American value, one not 
limited to the wealthy,” Bradley said. 
“By supporting community banks, 
this bill gives people who are struggl-

ing access to critical financial 
resources.” 

The banking legislation will expand 
the ability of community financial in- 
stitutions to provide small business 
loans, generate jobs in the communi- 
ty, develop low-income housing, and 
create more vibrant urban economies. 

Bradley pointed to the work of the 
New Community Federal Credit 
Union as an example of the major im- 
pact that is being made by such finan- 
cial institutions. NCC Federal Credit 
Union has $2.2 million in assets and 
over 1800 members. 

“Most of us take banks for granted,” 
Bradley said. ‘But to an urban resi- 
dent who only has a check cashing 
cubicle to go to, saving money or get- 
ting a loan seems like an impossibili- 
tye 

Funds would go to institutions 
whose primary mission is providing 
lending and economic development 
assistance to low-income, inderserved 
areas. The New Jersey Department of 
Banking has estimated the bill could 
bring $14 million in aid to New Jersey. 

“This bill does not set development 
strategies for either the financial in- 
stitutions or the communities they 
serve,’ Bradley noted. “Instead, it 
allows those people involved in the 
struggle for economic recovery to find 
their own path.” 


Economic Master Plan Commission 


Msgr. Wm. J. Linder was asked to 
speak before the Economic Master 
Plan Commission on August 30, 1994. 

After reviewing NCC’s track record 
for the members, he spoke of New 
Community’s need for both public and 
private for profit partners in its mis- 
sion to serve low income neighbor- 
hoods, noting that there had been op- 
portunities lost-by the rigidity of 
government officials or because 
business failed to see the importance 
of corporate social responsibility. 

On the other hand, he recounted also 
that low income housing had been suc- 
cessfully built because corporate and 
government partners cared, as well as 
day care for AIDS, transitional hous- 
ing for homeless families and the first 
major food market in Newark’s Cen- 
tral Ward. 

The Task Force on Urban Economic 
Development within the Economic 
Master Plan drew his attention with 
a hope that ideas relating to the 
unemployed and to low wage earners 
be explored. 

With many years of experience in 
Newark he noted that if welfare 
reform is to be successful, there must 
be ar. increase in entry level jobs; in- 


dustry and training programs must 
march to the same drummer. There is 
a need for user-friendly lifetime learn- 
ing at. the work site so that entry level 
jobs can be turned into careers; all 
education needs to be brought to the 
work site as part of an effort to create 
a “culture of learning” in our poor 
communities. 

Government needs an environment 
which encourages imagination and 
creativity, he told the group. It also 
needs to expand the number of pro- 
grams directly funded since working 
with different divisions of government 
on the same project increases the cost 
and delays the process. Thirdly he sug- 
gested that State agencies must ex- 
plore not only new ways to work 
together with their non-government 
partners, but also with others within 
State government. 

“Tam personally convinced after liv- 
ing and working for over 31 years in 
our City of Newark that a shared vi- 
sion and cooperation from all 
segments of community would offer to 
all the opportunity for a dignified 
human life and an environment sup- 
portive of God’s Kingdom on earth,” 
he concluded.

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New Community Employment Center: Day One And Early Reflections 


For many readers New Community 
Employment Center has always been 
there — always a part of New Com- 
munity life. But that is not really the 
case. It was started ten years ago on 
August 1, 1984 by John and Mary Bins 
and this is a reminiscence of that first 
day. 

9 a.m. The Bins arrive at 15 Hill St., 
Douglas Homes, to make their dream 
of an employment center in Newark a 
reality. Two months of dreaming 
followed by two months of planning 
are all behind them. They had made 
field trips to Washington and Chicago 
to meet with Ann Schuurman, already 
successful in commercial and non- 
profit employment; she had taught 
them all she could and had given a lot 
of encouragement. 

But the first big break had come in 
June when our friend. Sr. Anastasia 
Hearne of New Community Social Ser- 
vices, introduced us to Fr. Linder. He 
liked our idea of a jobs program and 
said that New Community would pro- 
vide us suitable office space. It would 
be rent free for a year! This meant we 
could start organizing and could open 
August 1, which was just six weeks 
later. We were ready to go. 

10 a.m. Mary is on the phone. John 
returns from the telephone store with 
25 feet of telephone cord. The assign- 
ed offices are still in process of comple- 
tion, so Mary uses the building social 
worker’s office. John shares the adja- 
cent reception area with job seekers 
and the building manager’s office with 
the manager, except when the 
manager is there. 

One phone line for three rooms is of 
course just a stop-gap measure. A new 
telephone system is on order by New 
Community. John and Mary were to 
spend the next six years ON THE 
PHONE. 

11 a.m. The Bins are calling 
employers. A job seeker comes into the 
office. He has seen the sign in the front

window and needs work. The Bins are 
thrilled that someone has come. The 
publicity in the Clarion, the meetings 
with community organizations, the 
flyers in the churches are all in the 
future. 

After the client completes an ap- 
plication, John carries his files and the 
telephone on the 25 foot cord to the 
manager's office to interview him. 
This applicant is a young man and it 
develops that he has a little experience 
in building maintenance. Something 
to build on. He has no phone but will 
check back later in the day. 

12 p.m. Before the job seeker (his 
name has passed into history) could 
get away, he got swept up into an 
opening-the-new-office celebration. 
Viola Cook, Pat Natali, Sr. Betsy 
Clark and Joyce Capoli, friends and 
former co-workers, surprise us with a 
beautiful celebratory plant, cold cham- 
pagne and plastic glasses. 

Surely the job seeker thought that 
this was one strange jobs program as 
he joined the toast to the fledgling 
Employment Center. He said, “This 
sure is a nice way to go job hunting!” 
He was probably wondering whether 
such a new office could do him any 
good. The surprise party augered 
well for the Employment Center. The 
Employment Center and the plant 
which they brought flourished 
together for many years. 

1 p.m. Weare onthe phone. This was 
before the days of having files of hun- 
dreds of satisfied employers classified 
by type of job, so we have been calling 
potential employers out of the yellow 
pages trying to find an ideal opening 
for our first client. In days to come we 
would often spend four hours a day or 
more on the phone enlarging our base 
with employers, making appoint- 
ments and following up on interviews. 

2p.m. We have an appointment! We 
have reached an employer who wants 
to see our job seeker! He will interview 


Wilma Rudolph 
A Triumph Of The Human Spirit 


Born on June 23, 1940, in St. 
Bethlehem, Tennessee, Wilma 
Rudolph was the first American 
woman runner ever to win three gold 
medals in the Olympic games. Her per- 
formance is all the more remarkable 
when one considers the fact that she 
had double pnuemonia and scarlet 
fever when she was a young child and 
could not walk without braces until 
age 11. 

Soon after her birth the family mov- 
ed to Clarksville, the town she grew up 
in. It was there at an early age she had 
an attack of double pnuemonia and 
scarlet fever and was left with the use 
of her right leg only. Through daily leg 
massages administered in turn by dif- 
ferent members of her family, at eight 
she was able to walk with a special left 
shoe. Three years later she discarded 
the shoe, and began joining her 
brother in backyard basketball games. 

At Burt High School in Clarksville, 
Mississippi, Rudolph broke the state 
basketball record for girls while a 
sophomore. As a sprinter, she was 
undefeated in all her school and track 
meets. In 1957, she enrolled at Ten- 
nessee State University, and began to 
set her sights for the Olympics in 
Rome three years later. In the interim 
she gained National recognition in 
Collegiate meets, setting the world 
record for 200-meters in July of 1960. 

In the 1960 Rome Olympics she 
earned the title of the “ World's Fastest 
Woman” by winning gold medals for 
the 100-meter dash, 200-meter dash, 
(Olympic record) and for anchoring 
the 400-meter relay (World Record). 
She was named the U.S. Female 


Athlete of the Year by the Associated 
Press in 1960. She also won the United 
Press Athlete of the year honors. Ms. 
Rudolph’s last known endeavor was 
an assistant director of Athletics for 
the Mayor’s Youth Foundation in 
Chicago. 

Florence Griffith Joyner won four 
gold medals during recent Olympic 
games. Unlike Rudolph, she did not 
have to overcome the problem of being 
handicapped in order to do so.

Our first added employment 
counselor was a crackerjack, Patt

year. Another noteworthy early timer 
was Mike Jackson who had placement 
experience before he started with us. 
He has now completed his ninth year 
at the Employment Center. In 1986 
when we needed to find a director for 
the Employment Center we were 
blessed with Michelle Odom who serv- 
ed three fruitful years. She left the 
Employment Center in the capable 
hands of Tonya McKoy whois its direc- 
tor yet. =

5 p.m. Only one person had come in 
all day looking for work and we 
thought that we would need to do 
something to attract more job ap- 
plicants just as we were already hard 
at work on the phone seeking more job 
orders. In fact the thing that made 
the Employment Center take off in 
those early months was that we grew 
jobs and applicants together. 

Although we put a lot of effort into 
finding applicants in those early 
weeks, as soon as we started making 
placements word raced through the 
community. People were lined up 
down the hall. Soon we were forced to 
interview job applicants by appoint- 
ment only, to allow enough time to find 
the applicants a job and to avoid lines 
and disappointment. 

6 p.m. As the Bins closed the office 
that first day they were buoyed up by 
the first placement...the one that they 
thought they had. But there was little 
yet to hint at the acceptance that grew 
in the community, the loyalty and in- 
terest of employers, the bonds that 
would form with job seekers and with 
co-workers, the fabulous success that 
New Community Employment Center 
was to become...not the effort that 
would be required to make it happen.

The CET/CDA Program will really 
assist Babyland in offering state-of- 
the-art education for the children. Cur- 
rently the system of higher education 
is not producing qualified trained in- 
dividuals to teach in early childhood 
programs, especially in infant and tod- 
dler programs. This training program 
is an alternate route program that em- 
phasizes the practical, hands on ap- 
proach in the classroom concept for 
adult learning. The joint program will 
have 40 candidates — 20 selected by 
Babyland and 20 chosen by the Center 
for Employment Training (CET) — 
who will have an opportunity to app- 
ly their classroom study in the 
laboratory setting of Babyland 3 under 
the close supervision of their mentors 
who are supervisors from the 
Babyland system. 


Our adult students will practice 
what we preach — “Hands on Learn- 
ing” and “Learn by Doing.” The 
CET/CDA program began in late 
September and will continue on 
through June, 1995. The program is 
under the direction of Sr. Mary 
Sheridan in conjunction with Essex 
County College and the CET program:

The HeadStart Parent Child Center 
program started another year of pro- 
viding services to the teen parents of 
the community.
